To Hit Target 


Specialists Checking 
Cause of Mishap 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—Air Fo rce specialists co ntinu ed 
to check instru mentatio n repo rts 
to day to learn what cau sed a Bo - 
marc intercepto r missile to fail in 
flight after it was lau nched su c­ 
cessfu lly by remo te co ntro l fro m 
1,500 miles away . 
Th missile blazed acro ss the 
Atlantic Thu rsday after it 
was 
triggered by perso nnel manning a 
hu ge electro nic co mpu ter in King­ 
sto n, N. Y. 
The Air Fo rce anno u nced that 
the lau nching itself was su ccess­ 
fu l, bu t that the missile missed 
the target when its sensitiv e gu id­ 
ance sy sem 
failed 
t0 fu nctio n 
pro perly du ring a critical stage in 
the flight. 
The Bo m arc, co nsidered the na­ 
tio n’s mo st adv anced air defense 
weapo n, was aimed at a pilo tless 
B17 dro ne bo mber 250 miles o ff 
Cape Canav eral. 
The primary missio n was to test 
the missille’s capabilities in rela­ 
tio n jto the new natio nal air de­ 
fense warnng netwo rk kno w as 
SAGE. 
In a matter o f seco nds the dro ne 
was picked u p o n a radar anten­ 
na and the data relay ed to the 
co mpu ter in Kingsto n. 
The co mpu ter, large eno u gh to 
fill a three-sto ry 
bu ilding, 
pro ­ 
du ced the necessary firing data. 
Then so meo ne pressed a bu tto n 
and the sleek Bo eing missile was 
o n its way . 
The Bo marc lau nching site and 
the Kingsto n co mpu ter were co n­ 
nected 
by a special 
telepho ne 
cable ho o ku p. 
SAGE means semi - au to matic 
gro u nd env iro nment. The sy stem 
is co mpo sed o f a netwo rk o f radar 
statio ns and co mplex co mpu ters 
which sho u ld be able to pinpo int 
an enemy air appro ach in sec­ 
o nds. 
Altho u gh mo re than 50 Bo marcs 
hav e been fired prev io u sly , the 
Air Fo rce seemed to hav e tro u ble 
with the missile lately .

I have 
seen many men literally fall apart 
during these years. My husband 
last his best customer, whom he 
had served for 30 years.

A—Many men go through life 
without any such change in per­ 
sonality. Furthermore, there is lit­ 
tle evidence that a male change 
of life is alone responsible for such 
a striking difference in behavior. 
People become irritable and ar­ 
gumentative for a variety of rea­ 
sons. In this instance, if it still 
persists, it would seem wise to 
obtain the advice of a psychia­ 
trist. 
Q—Please say something about 
joint mice and what can be done 
for them—Mrs. E. T. 
A—There are loose bodies often 
found in the knee, elbow 
and 
shoulder joints. They may be the 
result of disease or injury. Their 
long-time presence generally cau­ 
ses a chronic inflammation inside 
the joint which is accompanied 
by an increase in the amount of 
joint fluid. 
Sometimes movement results in 
sudden intense pain if one of the 
loose bodies becomes wedged be- 
twen the joint surfaces. If they 
are producing severe enough symp­ 
toms they should be removed sur 
gicallv. 
q—Please say something about 
the Guillain-Barre syndrome. My 
husband has this disease and we 
should like to know more about 
it.—Mrs. J. 
A—This is a group of symptoms 
associated with encephalitis, 
or 
brain fever, of virus origin. The 
principal symptom is weakness in 
some of the muscles with increase 
in the amount of protein in the 
spinal fluid. 
There is no specific treatment 
for it. Recovery may begin with­ 
in two to four 
weeksadnprogr 
in two to four weeks and progress 
rapidly, or the patient may re­ 
gain muscle function only slowly 
over a period of many months. 


A—It is inadvisable to have food 
or water immediately before an 
operation, particularly if the op­ 
eration involves a general anes­ 
thetic. This is because there is 
danger o f vomiting while asleep 
and this vomitus can in turn be 
inhaled into the lungs. After the 
stomach has emptied 
o f food or 
drink there is obviously much less 
danger.

Resemblance Isn't Coincidental 


The rap id -fire ex change o f glo v es-o ff no tes 
between 
Dwight Eisenho wer 
and 
Nikita 
Khru shchev since Ju ly 19 has set a wo rld ’s 
reco rd fo r length and feeling — and there 
will be mo re to co me. 
All ru les abo u t d ip lo matic ex changes hav e 
been su sp end ed . Go ne are ro u nd abo u t ex p res­ 
sio ns and bland p ro fessio ns o f go o d faith 
and go o d feeling. Go ne, in fact, are all p re­ 
tensio ns o f o ld -fashio ned d ip lo matic ex change. 
The head s o f the two p o wers who se co n­ 
flicting aims hav e generated tensio n in the 
co ld war that has been go ing o n since Wo rld 
War II are mo re like two p resid ential cand i­ 
d ates in the United States swap p ing v erbal 
p u nches in an electio n co ntest than sp o kes­ 
men fo r two go v ernments seeking an inter­ 
natio nal agreement. 
The resemblance to an electio n in the Unit­ 
ed States is no t co incid ental. 


IT IS TOO o bv io u s to be blinked away that 
Presid ent Eisenho wer and Premier Khru sh­ 
chev are “ru nning” fo r the fav o r o f an in­ 
ternatio nal electo rate. 
It is as tho u gh the Presid ent had been chal­ 
lenged to o ne o f tho se face-to -face d ebates 
that are the stand by o f U.S. p o liticians who 
think the ad v antage wo u ld lie with d iem. 
And in a real sense, it is as tho u gh Mr. 
Eisenho wer had reco gnized that the ad v an­ 
tage wo u ld no t lie with him at this time. An 
o ld strategist and tactician like Mr. Eisen­ 
ho wer has been aro u nd lo ng eno u gh to kno w 
if he is go ing to tangle with Premier Khru sh­ 
chev o n the d ebating p latfo rm o f the U.N. Se­ 
cu rity Co u ncil he mu st d o so o n su itable ter­ 
rain Md th strength in d ep th, p rev io u sly fo rti­ 
fied p o sitio ns, aerial co v er, lo gistics in ap p le 
p ie o rd er and his tro o p s rested and read y — 
and so mewhere besid es Lebano n. 
Or, to state the p ro p o sitio n the o ther way 
aro u nd , Mr. Eisenho wer kno ws the o nly rea­ 
so n Premier Khru shchev is itching to jo in 


battle at this time is becau se he thinks he 
can call the tu rn. 
As far as the “electo rate” in the Mid d le 
East is co ncerned , the p remier seems to be 
right. The United States and Britain are in a 
weak p o sitio n in a co ntest that will be d e­ 
cid ed by the At ab mases alread y inclined to 
lo o k with fav o r o n the mo re abu nd ant life 
o ffered to them by Gamal Nasser, the Egy p ­ 
tian o p p o rtu nist who is rid ing into the his­ 
to ry bo o ks o n Pan Arabism and Mid d le 
Eastern natio nalism, assisted by the Kremlin. 


THE MIDDLE EAST is the o nly “electo rate** 
that Premier Khru shchev need s to wo rry 
abo u t. He can gamble o n a stand o ff in all the 
o ther p recincts. To be sp ecific, he can giv e 
o d d s that d iscu ssio n elsewhere will neu tralize 
itself by a stand o ff o f o p inio n, p ro and co n. 
He kno ws that the United States and its 
allies, being in an awkward situ atio n, are no t 
hap p y wtih their circu mstances. The United 
States feels it has been elbo wed u nd u ly and 
u nwisely by Britain. France has taken a ty p ­ 
ically De Gau llish attitu d e o f intransigence. 
As they say in p o litical eo mp aigns, “the 
bo y s are bickering amo ng themselv es.” 
Americans mu st hang to gether and will 
hang to gether. Bu t ju st as so metimes hap ­ 
p ens in p o litical camp aigns, it hap p ens in this 
instance that many o f Presid ent Eisenho w­ 
er’s friend s and backers are aware o f his 
p ro blem. They kno w what he is u p against. 
He is ru nning fo r wo rld lead ership against 
a hard -hitting ad v ersary who bars no ho ld s 
and sto p s at no blo ws. His ad v ersary has 
been p o u nd ing him hard . Mr. Eisenho wer’s 
ad v isers, in the o p inio n o f many sp ectato rs, 
hav en’t been a s cu te a s they might hav e 
been. They hav e giv en their cand id ates so me 
abo u t what need ed to be d o ne in the Mid d le 
v ery q u estio nable info rmatio n and co u nsel 
East. 
It is ju st p o ssible they may no t o nly 
hav e lo st the “electio n** bu t mad e their who le 
cau se lo o k bad while lo sing.

This is lo gical 
u p to the p o int where censo rship 
and su p p ressio n o f id eas by a 
to talitarian go v ernment bu ild an 
insu rmo u ntable barrier to co m­ 
mu nicatio n between p eo p les. 
Ju st no w America has the mo st 
co nv incing case a natio n ev er had 
in the internatio nal arena. The 
United States stand s fo r maint­ 
enance o f the territo rial integrity 
and p o liical ind ep end ence o f all 
natio ns and is willing to su p p ly 
military might, if necessary , to 
u p ho ld that p rincip le. 
This is the key to p eace in the 
Mid d le East and in ev erv o th^r 
area To co nd o ne aggressio n, di­ 
rect o r ind irect, is ev entu ally to 
inv ite a wo rld war. 
America’s r e c o r d is u n­ 
tarnished . Tho u gh engaged v icto ri­ 
o u sly in two wo rld wars to d efend 
its interests, it has no t annex ed a 
single fo o t o f territo ry . When it 
has land ed marines any where, the 
reaso n alway s hag been to p ro tect 
the liv es and p ro p erty o f its o wn 
citizens. 


FOR THERE ARE o nly two 
way s to try to maintain p eace in 
the wo rld . One o f them inv o lv es 
military fo rce, and this no t al­ 
way s, bu t so metimes, means war. 
The o ther inv o lv es mo ral fo rce, 
and this—when backed by a u ni­ 
fied co u ntry and a willingness to 
u se military fo rce if ev ery o ther 
effo rt fails — co u ld su cced in 
keep ing p eace. 
So me o f the critics hav e d eris­ 
iv ely called this “brinkmanship .”

THF UNITED STATES sent mili­ 
tary fo rces to the Mid d le East 
last mo nth to acco mp lish two p u r­ 
p o ses — to p ro tect American liv es 
there and to help p reserv e the p o ­ 
litical ind ep end ence o f a small na­ 
tio n, thus d emo nstrating to the 
Co mmunists and their allies that 
the p eo p le and go v ernment o f this 
co u ntry are no t p acifistic bu t 
read y to fight in the fu tu re as in 
the p ast fo r a ju st cau se. 
The fact that America itself 
may be in military d anger u nless 
su ch a d etermined stand is taken 
no w is no t p erhap s generally ap ­ 
p reciated . It wasn’t wid ely u nd er­ 
sto o d either d u ring the 1930s when 
it was being said that in the battle 
between the d emo cracies and fas­ 
cism, the “fro ntiers’” in the d e­ 
fense o f America may be in the 
Mid d le East. 
'The United States bas d rawn a 
line in the Far East bey o nd which 
it has said the Co mmu nist fo rces 
mu st no t ad v ance. In an analo go u s 
fashio n—thro u gh the Tru man and 
Eisenho wer d o ctrines — no tifica­ 
tio n has been giv en that Co m­ 
mu nistic infiltratio n o f free co u n­ 
tries in Eu ro p e and the Mid d le 
East can reach a p o int where, if 
necessary , it will be challenged 
by arms. 
The ho p e is that p eo p les ev ery 
where will p erceiv e the real issu e 
and restrain any d ictato rship go v ­ 
ernments fro m taking chances in 
a d elicate situ atio n that co u ld 
break d o wn the p eace o f the 
wo rld .

So me estimate that by the final 
mo nths o f this y ear the three lev ­ 
els o f go v ernment will be sp end ing 
at an annu al rate o f nearly 95 
billio n d o llars, o r 6^4 billio n mo re 
than a y ear ago . Mu ch o f the 
sp end ing will be o n the cu ff—in­ 
fat io n ary . 
What can ho ld this in check? 
If bu siness reco v ery is eno u gh 
to raise co rp o rate earnings su b­ 
stantially , the Treasu ry will rake 
in mo re and cu t its d eficit so me. 
If an o v er-enthu siastic bu siness 
reco v ery sires 
sp ecu latio n, 
tbs 
Fed co u ld tu rn fro m easy mo ney 
to tight mo ney and try to d ry u p 
as mu ch o f the new Treasu ry 
mo ney in the co mmercial banks as 
p o ssible. 
The ad ministratio n, which sp eed ­ 
ed u p the p ace o f go v ernment 
sp end ing to ease the recessio n, 
co u ld slacken the o u tgo again. 
Co ngress co u ld cu t back so me o f 
the sp end ing p ro grams it p assed 
o r is still co nsid ering as anti-re­ 
cessio n measu res.

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Engineers Are Confronted With Vexing Problems 


Detroit Has Completed Big Changeover 


By DAVID KOONCE 


In the days of the Model T., 
Henry Ford is supposed to have 
told his subordinates that they 
could paint the Ford any color 
thpy wishes—“ as long as it is 
black.** 
Today, much of the auto indus­ 
try thinks it is getting the same 
kind of order from the consumer, 
who seems to be saying that De­ 
troit can make cars as large and 
flashy as it wishes—so long as 
they are small and plain. 
It is, of course, too late to take 
suggestions for the 1959 models 
from the consumer, sinoe these 
designs were finally decided upon 
as long ago as early 1957. Already, 
the auto industry has completed 
the big changeover, costing more 
than a billion dollars, which will 
result in the first drastic industry­ 
wide style changes since 1954. 
But right now, the men at the 
drawing boards are working on 
some vexing and enigmaic prob­ 
lems posed by the 1961 models. 
One of the foresmost of these is 
size and styling. The industry still 
is not convinced that the well­ 
wheeled American public really 
wants austere autos, despite the 
phenomenal surge in popularity of 
these little European cars. 


BUT D ERE ARE SOME of the 
on-the-other-hand riddles that are 
causing a lot of headscratching in 
the maximum security sanctums 
of the auto designers: 
In the first half of the 1958 re­ 
cession year, production of the big 
American passenger cars was be­ 
ld the first half of 1957 by about 
SO per cent—1,138,074 autos, to be 
exact. Small foreign car imports 
are double the rate of last year. 
But the flashiest, most heavily 
chromed American car is leading 
all other American models in its 
price class. 
Still, the only American car that 
Is doing better this year than last 
year is the small Rambler of the 
American Motor Corp. 
However, the American auto in­ 
dustry’s most recent experiments 
with a truly austere and economi­ 
cal model along the lines of the 
European small cars—the Willys, 
the Henry J, and the Hudson 
Jet—failed in their bids for ac­ 
ceptability just at a time when the 
foreign-car market was beginning 
to grow. 
And, although one manufacturer 
is offering a standardize Ameri­ 
cas model within the price range 
of the European favorites this 
year, it hasn’t caught on. 
One reason the industry is not 
ready to junk its plans for continu- 
atiing its tank-like big-car lines 
is the fact that the Ramblers and 
the small European cars still ac­ 
count for only 
small percentage 
of the total market. And the con­ 
viction is widespread that these 
small items will never take more 
than IO per cent of the market. 
But the long look Detroit is tak­ 
ing at developing consumer tastes 
as a result of the smalcar boom 
indicates some definite trends that 
will give some idea of what Ameri- 
cn cars in 1961 and after will be 
like. 


MANY BRAIN TRUSTERS in 
the industry are convinced, for 
instance, that, regardless of the 
level of the economy, economical 
operation of a car is becoming 
more and more of a major con­ 
sumer consideration. 
Besides the simple fact of the 
growing European car market, 
there is also this: Demand for the 
mono economical six - cylinder 
America" models produced by 
Ford, Chevrolet and Plymouth is 
en the increase. 
But the American auto buyer 
still likes a lot bf gaudy hard­ 
ware on his comfortable car. And 
the prediction of a couple of years 
ago that black again would become 
the predominant color has failed 
to materialize. 
The horsepower race has been 
slowed to less than a trot by safe 
ty talk and the now-major factor 
of economical operation. The big 
changes in the upcoming models, 
to r example, are changes the eye 
can see, in finish and exterior 
designs. Under the hood, there will 
be no revolutionary revisions, no 
grea* trend toward more power. 
As a result, in a couple of 
years, the fastest-moving models 
may well be the smaller packages 
in prettier wrappings. Gasoline

Italian Roll 
Is Base For 
'Sandwich' 


Call it hero, submarine or Pto­ 
maine Tom, the heaping sandwich 
on a long Italian roll has its 
own appeal. With proper ingred­ 
ients it becomes a healthful bite 
that’s fun to eat. 
Prepare a hero with sliced fresh 
vegetables, cheese and cold cuts. 
Spilt submarine rolls. Spread with 
softened butter or margarine or 
mayonnaise. Arrange in each a 
layer of crisp lettuce, sliced fresh 
tomatoes, sliced onion, green pep­ 
per rings, sliced cheese and cold 
meat cuts desired. This variety 
makes one sandwich.

Or make a green pepper, onion 
and egg hero. Heat two tablespoons 
olive or salad oil in a one-quart 
saucepan or eight-inch skillet. Add 
one cup diced green pepper, one 
half cup diced onion and one-half 
teaspoon crumbled whole oregano 
leaves. Cover and cook slowly 15 
to 20 minutes or until vegetables 
are tender. 
Combine four beaten eggs, two 
tablespoons milk, three tablespoons 
teaspoon salt and one-egihth tea­ 
spoon ground pepper. Add and cook 
until eggs are set, stirring con­ 
stantly. Stir in one tablespoon of 
chopped parsley just before serv­ 
ing. 


All Homes Require 
Special Loafing Area 
Every home should have an area 
for loafing, believes Seattle ar­ 
chitect Hawley A. Dudley Jr. 
He used a sloping ceiling in de­ 
signing his own “ home of cedar” 
overlooking Washington’s fabled 
Puget Sound to create a loafing 
area. 
The living room faces a pano­ 
rama of water, boats and timbered 
beauty, so Architect Dudley used 
a glass wall of windows ten feet 
high to frame this view. The ceil­ 
ing slopes up to fifteen feet in 
this area, but drops to seven and a 
half feet at the back. In this snug, 
intimate area away from the win­ 
dow wall, he has built his loafing 
area. 
Bookcases made of western red 
cedar match the walls and ceiling 
of the same material to create a 
warm and friendly room. 
It is surprising what an atmos­ 
phere of intimacy can be created 
in that part of the room by a low, 
sloping ceiling, especially if the 
rest of the room opens away into 
a lovely view. 


Contrasting Tiles 
Divide Children's Room 
A good way t% keep peace be­ 
tween two children sharing the 
same room is to divide the floor 
space approximately and cover 
each half with a different color or 
pattern of rubber tile. 
Resilient rubber tile is easy to 
lay. It comes in a wide variety 
(rf colors so that the sharers of 
the room should have no trouble 
in choosing colors they like that 
go well together. A swish o f a 
damp mop keeps it spotless. Com­ 
bine tiles of both colors at the door 
to carry out the spirit o f the two- 
toned floor.

The 
fo reign 
anti-Co mmunists 
here wo n’t really talk because they 
do n’t think the wo rld will believe 
theii tales o f terro r in the night. 
SOMETIMES they will meet a 
stranger lik e myself and merely 
will say watch the new So viet 
secret po lice chief, Ivan Alex andro ­ 
vich Sero v.

The shy anti-Co mmunists, talk ing 
thro ugh their translato r, gave me 
a we-to ld-yo u-so spiel. 
THEN THEY repo rted that their 
man had delivered several o f these 
weapo ns to o ur go vernment. 
They have been analyzed by o ur 
o wn labo rato ries. The weapo ns and 
the tiny ammunitio n wo rk . So the 
evidence o f the deadliness o f these 
labo rato ries is in o ur o wn federal 
files, I was to ld. 
Furthermo re, these units must 
be highly impo rtant o peratio ns o f 
the So viet go vernment, o ur friends 
say. The labs, at o ne time, were 
under the autho rity o f Alek sandr 
Semeno vich Panyushk in. This bo y 
is no ne o ther than the same Co m­ 
rade P. who was ambassado r to 
the U.S. fo r fo ur years until he 
was assigned to Peiping.

At 6 1 , the writer, a three-time 
Pulitzer Prize winner, still has all 
the eagerness of a stage-struck 
b oy. One or his latest major plays, 
“The Matchmaker,” has just b een 
made into a film b y Paramount, 
and he is currently working on 
sev en one-act experimental plays. 
Wilder, a white-mustached man 
with a b ooming laugh, regards his 
single act plays as 4 ‘fiv e-finger 
exercises” for his major dramas, 
two ’of which—“Our Town” and 
“The Skin of our Teeth” — won 
Pulitzer Prizes. Earlier he won 
his first Pulitzer with ‘The Bridge 
of San Luis Rey,” a nov el. 
“But a good one act play will 
pay you $5,000 a year in royal­ 
ties,” fce remarked. 
As a comfortab le afterthought, 
he added: “ I hav e three.” 
One of the most conscientious 
craftsmen of his generation, wil­ 
der spent many years teaching 
literature b y day and trying to 
create it at night. * 
“I had to write in stolen mo­ 
ments at midnight,” he recalled. 
“But the older I grow the more 
‘I’m an early riser. 
“I, now try to get in t wo or 
three hours of writing b efore any 
b ody else is stirring.” 
Unlike many modern authors, 
he doesn’t b eliev e that inspiratio n 
is mostly perspiration. 
‘ Things are r.ot written b y a 
masterful willpower, b ut b y the 
imagination. You can't get the 
two mixed up. 
“I’m not ev en sure what form a 
work will take. I hav e one now, 
to b e called ‘The Widow of Mon­ 
terrey/ which I hope to write as 
soon as it makes up it" mind 
whether it wants to b e a play or 
nov el.” 
Age hopeless optimist himself — 
‘and determined to go on b eliev ing 
in the human race — he prefers 
comedy to tragedy.
